researching the possibility of expanding the project to 
include soda cans. In addition, the class works on the 
school nature trail, helps maintain the Melissa Duarte 
Memorial Garden, and does water quality testing of a 
stream located near the nature trail.

Mattapoisett Selectmen's Meeting 

May 14, 2001

A regular meeting of the Mattapoisett Board of 
Selectmen was called to order by Chairman Paul 
Lambalot on Monday May 14 at 7:00 pm. Also present for 
the meeting were Selectman Ray Andrews, Selectman 
Barry Denham, and Executive Secretary Carol Adams. 

After unanimously approving the minutes of the 
May 7 and May 8 meetings, as well as the Executive 
Session minutes of the May 8 meeting, the board met with 
Doug Cameron who was present to offer an update of the 
progress of the construction at the state boat ramp at the 
Town Wharf. 

Mr. Cameron stated that there is "real progress as 
far as the ramp goes," and that the pouring of slabs will 
begin soon at a rate of one per day. He estimated that the 
completion of the ramp would be mid-June, possibly by 
the end of May. 

He also addressed the issue of several noise 
complaints from residents claiming that the pumps at the 
dock are causing a significant amount of noise, 
particularly noticeable at night. Mr. Cameron stated that 
the problem has been rectified via an additional muffler 
as well as an enclosure surrounding the pump. 

Harbormaster Steve Mach, also present for the 
discussion, presented an issue that he has been fielding 
from concerned slip owners. Mr. Mach has been asked on

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several occasions if slip owners will be offered an 
abatement on the cost of the slip, should the construction 
of the ramp exceed the anticipated completion date, 
therefore lessening their opportunity to use them. Mr. 
Cameron, Mr. Mach and the Selectmen all agreed that 
such an abatement would be appropriate, but recognized 
the difficulty in determining precisely how to do it. They 
agreed that they need to discuss the issue should it 
become necessary.

Maryann Amoruso and Police Chief Mary Lyons who 
discussed the Teen Wharf Dances planned for the 
summer. Ms. Amoruso explained that the dances will take 
place on Thursday evenings from 7:30 pm to 10:30 pm, 
and that four police officers will be present from 7:00 pm 
to 11:00 pm. The dances will begin on June 28 and run 
through August 30, 2001.

such a committee could conduct many studies on their 
own. Sound meters could be used rather than hiring 
Sound Engineers, and the decibel levels of other similar 
parks, as well as several outdoor activities, can be 
measured to help determine the approximate sound levels 
at a skateboard park. 

The board agree that such a committee would be 
quite useful, and encouraged any other persons interested 
in serving to submit their names to Executive Secretary 
Carol Adams by June 1 in order to be considered. Mr. 
Booth recommended that some of the abutters join the 
committee, to ensure that their concerns are also being 
addressed. 

In a continuation of a discussion from the May 7 
Selectmen's meeting, the board considered the street 
acceptance layouts for Beechwood Road and River Bend 
Lane, which are both adjacent and accessible to private 
developments. 

The issue raised was that the development 
owners must comply with and fulfill certain requirements 
before the town agrees to take over the maintenance of the 
street. Although much of the criteria has been met, one 
critical aspect — the installation of 6x6 foot concrete 
boundary markers — has yet to be done. 

Chairman Lambalot stressed the importance of 
this criteria being complied with, but agreed to meet the 
owners "half way." Acknowledging a time constraint in 
order to have the measure put on the upcoming Town 
Meeting warrant, Chairman Lambalot and Selectman 
Denham (Selectman Andrews had left during the 
discussion to attend another meeting), agreed to sign for 
the approval of the layout, contingent upon the 
installation of the concrete boundary markers. Chairman 
Lambalot requested that the owners submit a letter to the 
Board of Selectmen as well as the Planning Board once the 
installation is complete, stating that all of the criteria has

been met. If such steps are not taken, Chairman Lambalot 
said he would speak against the acceptance of the streets 
at Town Meeting.

The board first met with the town's Cemetery 
Commissioners at 7:15 pm to discuss their 
recommendations for changing the fee structure for burial 
services at the town's four cemeteries: Evergreen, Old 
Landing, North Marion, and Little Neck (which no longer 
has any available plots). According to Cemetery 
Commissioner Ann Washburn, the group held a meeting 
recently and decided that it was time to increase the rates 
to cover the costs of interment, grave openings and 
closings, cremations, and other related services. 

As such, Ms. Washburn said the Commissioners 
were proposing the following increased rate structure: 
Marion home owners and property owners would pay 
$300 per lot in the available cemeteries (with a maximum 
of four lots) and non-residents would pay $800 per lot 
(maximum of two lots); grave openings / closings would 
be priced at $250 on weekdays, $350 on weekends, and 
$450 on Sundays and holidays; and cremations would be 
set at $175. 

"These are (comparable) to area towns," Ms. 
Washburn said. "Mattapoisett (cemeteries) are all 
privately owned ... and we're a little higher than 
Rochester." 

Selectman Bryant asked how many lots are 
remaining in the other three cemeteries, but the 
Commissioners didn't have an exact number offhand. "It

ahead to the town's reapplication for a NPDES Permit in 
2003. 

Ms. Beardsley explained that the town currently 
holds a permit from the DEP (granted in 1998) for 
wastewater treatment and discharge at the plant, and they 
need to seek a renewal in 2003. Given the fact that the 
town's treatment facility isn't meeting new requirements 
for ammonia limits (which will be more stringent in 2003), 
the fact that the Wastewater Treatment Facility (WWTF) is 
experiencing permit violations now, that the town's flow 
is over 80 percent capacity, and that sections of town may 
need to connect to and / or extend the sewer system, the 
proposal seeks to upgrade the WWTF to meet the 
discharge permitted levels, correct deficiencies in the 
existing sewer system, and provide more flexibility in 
serving residents' sewer needs. 

Among the major recommendations in the 
Wastewater Facilities Plan: 

• Make major upgrades to the main (Front Street) 
and Creek Road pumping stations; 

• Replace the Silvershell Beach pumping station; 

and 

• Establish an inflow remediation program (for 
additional flow into the sewer system which is not 
wastewater, i.e. groundwater, sump pump outflow).

(inflow) ... we're hoping to see if some of that (excess) can 
be removed," Ms. Beardsley said. 

The plan also recommends that three priority 
areas of town be targeted for sewer connection: the so- 
called Berry Roads, the Dexter Beach area (to Stoney Run), 
and South Converse Road. The Wastewater Facilities Plan 
also offers three possible scenarios in dealing with these 
needs: (A) do not expand the current system; (B) serve 
these key needs areas, but nothing in between; or (C) 
serve all three needs areas and all areas in between. 

"These three areas are the parts of town which 
least support septic systems," Mr. Hayes said. "(The septic 
systems) don't work ... and (they) were identified as areas 
with the highest priority." 

If the town decides to move forward with major 
upgrades to the existing treatment facilities, the proposed 
upgrade would cost an estimated $10 to $11.2 million, 
with related collection system improvements estimated at 
$2 million. This expense could be paid for through 
residential sewer rates and/ or general taxes. In addition, 
if residents support the sewer expansion in the 
recommended priority areas of town, it could cost 
homeowners upwards of $30,000 — an amount which 
could be paid through a 20- or 30-year betterment (which 
would translate to about $1,500 annually per home 
owner).

system," Ms. Beardsley said. "But there has to be some 
control and allowances for future capacity and demand." 

"This is a situation where we really don't have a 
lot of choices," Selectman Winters said. "The 
consequences if we don't comply with the (limitations) of 
our permit are expensive. We're talking thousands of 
dollars a day in fines if the town is in violation. So far, the 
town has been very responsive in fulfilling its (permit 
requirements)." 

"The fact that you've been able to keep the state 
happy and meet the needs of residents is impressive," 
Selectman Bryant said. 

Both Ms. Beardsley and Mr. Hayes noted there 
could be variations of these proposed improvements — 
the town could simply upgrade the Wastewater Treatment 
Facility and forgo the sewer expansion and connections 
altogether; or they could do phased approach wherein the 
satellite facilities would be completed between 2002-2005, 
the Berry Road area in 2002, and the other two areas in 
2005-2007. Much of this would be determined by the cost

factor and the pending approval of Town Meeting voters. 
For now, they were hoping to get the Wastewater 
Facilities Plan to the DEP for approval and then bring the 
matter to the voters for consideration. 

"Right now, we have a moratorium on new sewer 
connections," Selectman Winters said. "We won't really be 
picking up any significant capacity until 2003." 

The Wastewater Planning Committee 
recommended that the board approve the plan for 
submission to the DEP for review, and the board 
unanimously voted to do so. 

In other matters, the board: 

• Accepted the resignation of Milton B. Gibbs 
from the Cemetery Commission and agreed to send Mr. 
Gibbs a letter of appreciation for his past service to the 
town. 

• Announced the approved "Summer Schedule" 
of Selectmen's meetings, to begin after Memorial Day. The 
board will only meet on the following Tuesday evenings 
during the summer: June 5, June 19, July 10, July 24, 
August 7 and August 21. They will resume regular 
weekly meetings September 11, 2001.

A regular meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen was called to order on Monday, May 14 at 6:45 
pm by Chairman pro tern Patricia Ryan. Also present 
were Selectman Naida Parker and Town Administrator 
James Huntoon.

Project Manager for Fidelity Financial, Inc. which is 
completing a development in Rochester, to review 
requests for road acceptances of three private ways — all 
of which will appear on the June 4 Annual Town Meeting 
warrant. Mr. Huntoon explained that the three roads 
connecting the development — Williams Way, Nathaniel's 
Drive, and Earl's Court — have all met the approval of 
the Planning Board and Highway Surveyor Jeff Eldridge. 

According to Mr. Polcaro, the existing private 
roads all belong to the various land and home owners, 
who own from their property line to the center of the 
road. Once the town agrees to accept these as public ways, 
they will take over the maintenance and the burden for 
snow plowing and upkeep. "Technically, because 
everyone owns to the center of the road, there will be a 
taking of their 'property'" he said. "At this point, (Town 
Meeting) has to decide whether they want to take over the 
roads as public ways." 

Mr. Polcaro wanted to make sure that everything 
was in order before going to Town Meeting, as he 
understood the board was concerned about following all 
the necessary steps in the "road acceptance" process — 
something had been lacking in the past. 

"It's also to protect you," added Selectman Ryan, 
"because if something happens on the roads now ... (the 
property owners) are responsible." 

With that, the board unanimously voted to accept 
the proposed layouts for Williams Way, Nathaniel's Drive, 
and Earl's Court for consideration on the upcoming

Tower By-Law (in which) there is an exception where if 
the town puts up its own tower for ... public safety use, it 
does not fall under the same restrictions," Mr. Nunes said. 
"I propose we build a tower near the new Police Station ... 
and lease out space to telecommunications companies. (A 
telecommunications tower) may be put up on Dexter 
Lane eventually ... why not put up (one of) our own?" 

The board felt this was an idea worth exploring: 
"I'd like to see us get more information about this," 
Selectman Ryan said. 

With that, the board unanimously voted to form a 
three-member committee to look into potential options for 
erecting a town-owned monopole tower which could be 
used both for its own communications systems and be 
leased out to telecommunications companies. Selectman 
Ryan suggested that Mr. Nunes chair the committee, and 
that potential members could be Police Chief William 
Przybylek and Selectman Richard Cutler. 

"I think if it's done correctly and with the right 
approach, it can work," Selectman Ryan said. 

"It's a great opportunity for the town and 
something we should at least look into," Selectman 
Huntoon added. 

Under the Town Administrator's report, Mr. 
Huntoon noted that he is hoping to begin having regular 
monthly staff meetings with all the department heads as a 
means of keeping each other informed of general town 
business. He was planning to schedule these meetings on 
the first Monday of every month.

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into Mattapoisett, but you can't take it out." How right he was!

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Knight Fever

A Knight's Tale. Starring Heath Ledger and Ruf us Se well. 
Directed by Brian Helgeland. Running time: 132 minutes. 
MPAA rating: PG-13. At Cinema 12 at the North 
Dartmouth Mall and Flagship Cinemas in New Bedford. 

Surprise, surprise: A Knight's Tale, after weeks of obnoxious 
hype (if you weren't sick of "We Will Rock You" before, you 
probably are now), turns out to be not bad and sometimes even 
pretty damn good — the second goofily thirst-quenching no- 
brainer out of the box this summer, after The Mummy Returns. Can 
this actually mean the upcoming hot season won't suck as badly 
as last summer? After all, by this time last year, Battlefield Earth 
and Gladiator had already come out. 

Not that A Knight's Tale will bear much comparison to The 
Canterbury Tales or even Excalibur. Writer-director Brian Helgeland, 
the local-boy-made-good who co-wrote the Oscar-winning L.A. 
Confidential and directed 1999's Payback, has made a cheerful 
beer-and-pizza movie that maybe deserves to rank alongside 
George Romero's Knightriders as well as some of the sword-and- 
sorcery movies of the '80s (Conan the Barbarian, The Sword and the 
Sorcerer, The Beastmaster) whose chief charm was that they didn't 
even pretend to be "accurate." A Knight's Tale is unabashedly 
contemporary in tone and spirit, and why the hell not? It's not as 
if Hollywood has never done that before. If you want the real deal, 
go read Chaucer in the original Middle English (I have; he makes 
Eminem look like Mr. Rogers). 

The latest anointed hunk, Heath Ledger, acquits himself 
competently enough as William Thatcher, a peasant's son who 
works as a squire for an o ver-the-hill knight (Helgeland's opening 
text actually calls him "over-the-hill," a fair indication of what 
kind of movie this is; it also refers to jousting "fans"). When the 
knight expires, William dons his armor and, with the help of 
fellow groundlings Roland (Mark Addy, making the same 
immediate tubby-regular-guy connection with the audience that 
he made in The Full Monty) and Wat (Alan Tudyk, going for 
Johnny Rotten in look and attitude), passes himself off as "Sir 
Ulrich von Lichtenstein of Gelderland" despite having no 
particular Germanic accent. Securing fake "patents of nobility" 
from an on-his-uppers Chaucer himself (the scene-stealing Paul 
Bettany, who bears more than a little resemblance to Helgeland), 
William is ready to joust. 




Ah, yes, the jousting. Playing to medieval-era arena crowds 
(all they need is a rainbow-head John 3:16 guy in the stands), the 
jousting competitions hinge on breaking your lance against another 
guy's armor or knocking him off his horse. The jousts become 
funny in their very repetition (smash! back for another pass! 
smash!) and phallicnature (the guy with the truest stick wins). The 
horses thundering along, the knights with their lances poised — 
great stuff, say I; unless you're the sort who makes it out to King 
Richard's Fair every year, you don't see this very often, and the 
low-tech spectacle of men bashing each other with big poles is 
absurdly gratifying. 

William's main competition on the field is the jerky Rufus 
Sewell, whose imperious countenance has doomed nim to play 
treacherous wankers forevermore. William's competition q/f the 
field is his own heart, which wants to hand itself to the shiny lady- 
in-waiting Jocelyn. As played by Shannyn Sossamon, Jocelyn 
mainly beams or pouts like a medieval Denise Richards; I would' ve 
rather seen William go for his trusty blacksmith Kate (Laura 
Fraser), who's meant to be a tomboy, though the make-up and 
wardrobe departments amusingly forget to make her tomboyish. 

There's a good deal of goofing around (Helgeland is deft at 
warming us to the four buddies via William Goldman-esque 
badinage and snarky asides), as well as a needless subplot 
involving William's dad, which comes with its own laborious 
flashbacks; I'm convinced Helgeland could've had a fast, 
streamlined drive-in movie had Tie deleted the Dad material, 
which adds little except minutes. Still, A Knight's Tale is jolly 
enough armor-clanging, and, yes, the rock songs on the soundtrack 
do enhance the fun. The use of "We Will Rock You" at the 
beginning suggests that, for all its mainstream exertions, A Knight's 
Tale is actually something of an experimental melding of old and 
new. By the time Helgeland gets to a dance sequence set to David 
Bowie's "Golden Years," you've either accepted the musical 
choices or left the building in disgust. I was still there, and happy.
